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HERMIT. 


Living la. a Hovol Forty-four Years 


Mysterious Disappearance. 


DINQMAN'S FEEBY, Penn., July 2Cth.— 


Austin Sheldon, an old hermit, who has 
lived more than forty years all olone^n 
the Pike ccmnty wilderness, nine miles 
back of this village, has been missing 
from his hovel for nearly three weeks. 
As he never voluntarily went far enough 
away from his retreat to keep him absent 
more than a few licrars, it is generally 
believed he has met tho fate which it has 
long been expected would overtake him 
—a lonely death in the woods. He wnb 
nearly eighty years old. 
His presence 


in Pike county was first discovered by u 
party oj hunters in the Tall of 1850, and 
according to his own story, he had then 
been living ten years in the small roelc 
hovel where he was found, subsisting on 
wild game, which he trapped, and wile 
fruits and roots, and until told by the 
hunters, was ignorant of the locality in 
which he was living. The story of his 
life was not known for years after. 
In 


1874 the locaV paper printed a paragraph 
about the hermit, mentioning his name. 
A few weekn later a richly dressed wo- 
man, accompanied by a middle-aged man 
arrived in this village. The woman saici 
her brother, Austin Sheldon, had disap- 
peared from his home in Stony Brook, 
Conn., in 1832, and had never been 
heard from! 
She had seen the para- 


graph mentioning the Pike county 
her- 


mit, 
and believed he was her brother. 


She and her companion, whq was her 
husband, were guided to the wild spot 
where the hermit lived, and he proved 
to be the lady's brother. 
She pleaded 


with him the whole of one night, sitting 
in the hovel, to return with her to that 
home of luxury she was able to give him, 
but he refused to abandon his life of sol- 
itude. 
The 
sister said her brother 


was well-to-do when he 
left 
home. 


He 
had 
disappeared 
immediately 


after 
the 
death 
of 
his 
wife, 


of whom he -uas passionately 
fond. 


Since 1874 Sheldon's sister hus bo- 
seeched him every year to return to his 
old home, but in vain 
Last Winter 


word wns sent to her that her brother 
was growing so feeble that ho might dio 
alone in his hut and tho fact would not 
be known for mouths. 
She and her hus- 


band came on, and in spite of the her- 
mit's protests and lesistauce, carried 
him away with them to Connecticut. 
He refused to become reconciled to a life 
surrounded by civilization, and grieved 
so constantly and intensely for his hovel 
among tht Pike county rocks, that in 
May last lits relatives were compelled to 
bring him back. 
Since his return he 


had grown •weaker physically and 
men- 


tally. Austin Sheldon was a man of 
good education. 
In his long life in his 


mcrantain hovel, which was barely large 
enough for him to turn about in, he had 
many times narrowly 
escaped heing 


burned to death by forest fires, and was 
many times buried in, Imt and all, by 
snow-drifts. 
He was once kept otit of 


his Imt for several days by a family of 
bears. It was n favorite declaration of 
his that he had once lived a month with 
nothing to eat but a quart of dried rasp- 
berries. The hermit was thought to 
have n small sum in silver dollars in his 
possession, and an antiquated but valua- 
ble watch. 
Neither money nor watch 


are to be found in his hovel, and the 
opinion is held by some that he has been 
robbed of them and foully dealt with.

ticket and she probable candidacy of 
Ben Butler has led to some figuring 
from which nhe Democrats seek a gleam 
of hope. It is a curious phase of po- 
litics, and un apparant paradox, that 
Cleveland's only hope now lies in the 
Strength of the two candidates men- 
tioned, in their ability to secure a suffi- 
cient number of electoral votes to throw 
the election into the House of Repre- 
sentatives. It will require 201 el> c- 
toral rotes to elect. Could Butler aud 
St. John between them secure Id vote* 
in the Electoral College and the balance 
be neatly evenly divided, this result 
might be accomplished. Tne Prohi- 
bitionists claim their ability to carry 
Kansas and Maryland, and a fair show 
in Iowa. The Butler men lay clfiini to 
Massachusetts, but 
outside 
of that 


State they have no hope except a faiut 
one in Maryland which State they will 
contest with St. John. That Butler 
will secure a respectable popular Vote 
there is no doubt, and it would prove 
very effective could it be concentrated 
in any one State. But it is not likely 
that he will have sufficient following to 
accomplish more thau the defeat of 
Cleveland. 
His claims to Massachu- 


setts arc absurd. At the last election 
with the combined vote of the Green- 
backers, Anti-Monopolists and Worii- 
iogmen he was beaten by Robinson, 
the Republican nominee, by a good 
majority, and the regular Democratic 
vote constituted tho groat bulk of his 
support. The claim that the State can 
now be carried with only the small end 
of this combination is evidently not 
made iu good faith. Maryland is au 
erratic State, it is true, but we have 
seen no indications of its leaning to- 
wards Butleriam or Prohibition to any 
marked extent. Tue claim of the St. 
John mea that their ticket has a chuuee 
iu Kuuaiis aud lowu would at a super- 
ficial glance appear to hfive some basis. 
But it will not bear analysis. K tunas 
is not u Prohibition State, uov was St. 
John, elected on u prohibition tickbt. 
On the contrary he ivas elected on ttie 
local option issue, which system u»w 
prevails in that Sttite, aiul it is doubtful 
if tho radical temperance sentiment has 
increased there since iti 
adoption. 


Iowa is the strongest Republic,in St'ite, 
and at the same time the only strictly 
prohibition Stnte in the Uuiou. But 
the temperance people of Iowa huva ac- 
complished their purposa and will not bs 
apt to provoke political antagonisms 
which might lead to the undoiuy ol all 
they have gained. In a purely local elec- 
tion the political side shows come to the 
front, and if they represent any real 
issue, which the Prohibitionists certain- 
ly do, they frequently make their cutise 
triumphant. But all of these ouo-idea 
parties invariably go to the wall iu a 
national contest. 
Their membership 


drifts off to either one great party or 
the other", according to individual pref- 
erences and former affiliations. 
Men 


do not like to "throw away their votes" 
even on n principle that is dear to them, 
The time may come when the temper- 
ance question will be a great and com- 
manding national issue, but it will not 
be in this clay and generation. As a 
local issue it promises to grow and be- 
come formidable. In 1880, when tb.n 
' Prohibitionists ran Neal Dow for Presi- 
. dent they only received 10,305 votes in 
. all. 
Maine, his home, and the starting 


point of the temperance movement, 
gave him bat 93 votes, and only three 
States gave him over 1,000 votes each. 
These were the great States of New 
York (1,517) Pennsylvania (1-/J39) and 
Ohio (2,616). In twenty-one States he 
did not receive a vote. Yet in 1882 in 
the State elections they polled un ag- 
gregate of 76,303, and last year, in sis 
States, 54,316, an average of 13 rotes 
oat of every 10,000 polled. Dr. Mc- 
Donald's vote in California in 1882 was 
by no means a criterion of the prohi- 
bition strength for he received several 
thousand votes of Republicans who 
•would not vole for Estee. Of course 
there will be u good deal of noise from 
both the Butler und St. John partisans 
and they will nmku all sorts of ridicu- 
lous claims and predictions, but tt is 
safe to bet that neither witl obtain an 
electoral 
vote. 
Cleveland's 
friends 


therefore 
uiiiy just as well make up 


their minds that tbey can only win the 
figh* by securing a clear majority of 
the electoral college. 


BCTJLEB WILL BUST. 


It is now announced, apparently by 


authority, that General Butler will run 
ns a candidate for ths Presidency, on the 
nominations given him and which he ac- 
cepted before the meeting ol the Chicago 
Convention. 
It has been difficult from 


the first to see how he could consistently 
do otherwise. 
The Greenbackers and 


the Anti-Moaopoly organizations have 
always been his true friends. 
In Mass- 


achusetts their combined power was suf- 
ficient to enable them to compel the 
Democracy to nominate him, and it was 
mainly through their efforts that he was 
elected. The Chicago Convention re- 
fused him the butt end of a plank to 
stand 
upon and both its plattorm 


and nomination were made in exact op- 
position to the principles and desires of 
his followers. The Democracy told him 
plainly, as they also told Kelly, that they 
wanted nothing of him. 
In short they 


would have shown both of them the door, 
had not the two leaders walked out of it 
of their own accord. General Butler's 
denunciation of the platform was so 
scathing, and withal so consistent with 
his known views, that from the moment 
of its utterance the only question as to 
his future course was aa to whether he 
would run us a candidate against Cleve- 
land or remain, silent. In pursuing the 
former cause ho is altogether consistent, 
and proves his loyalty to his Greenback 
aud Anti-Monopoly friends. There is no 
disputing the 
fo-ct that his candidacy 


.vill prove disastrous to Cleveland. The 
Democratic workingmen throughout the 
country are iu revolt against Cleveland. 
lu all park) of the country them has been 
a stampede from the Democracy to the 
support oi Bluine. Many o£ these will 
undoubtedly go to Butler who -will also 
draw still more from the Democratic 
ranks. It H not necessary that Blaiue 
should have tins disaffected vote, for if it 


ues entirely to Butler, the practical ef- 


fect will be the same. The weaknebs of 
the dudes ia becoming every day more 
apparant, and through their undemo- 
cratic utterances they are doing the 
Democracy far more harm than they can 
render compensation fox' with their slim 
following. The outlook then, is that of 
a united Republican party against a di- 
vided Democracy, and in a year when 
the latter has not a vote to spare. 


Rev. Dr. Kalloch, who has lately re- 


turned from the East, and is a warm 
Butler man, says that Butler declined to 
allow his name to go before the Chicago 
Convention until the platfoim was read 
•when he repudiated it, and predicted 
the defeat of the party unless they maile 
more provision for the protection of 
woi-ldnguieu, thus keeping the door open 
for honorably bolting the nomination. 
The only question is as to whether But- 
ler will concentrate his strength in New 
York, or lead a general independent 
movement all over the country. In the 
latter event, Dr. Kalloch will run for 
H.iyor of Sau Francisco, and draw sev- 
eral thousand votes from the Democracy, 
waich would give the city to the Repub- 
licans. Kalloch has once been the vic- 
tuu of Democratic treachery and he has 
a\vorii to get even.

BUZFALO, July 26.—A sensation was 


occasioned here this afternoon by a 
rumor, which obtained currency later 
in the day, that warrants had been 
issued for the arrest of the author and 
publisher of the article entitled "A 
Tdrrible Tale," which appeared in ths 
Evening Telegraph on Monday last. 
Since the publication of the story it has 
been the principal topic in political 
circles hare. So much capital has been 
made out of it by the Republican press 
that Governor Cleveland's friends urged 
him to take the necessary course to 
punish criminally the assailants of his 
private character. Hs was loath to do 
this, believing that right-minded peo- 
ple would set it down as a campaign 
invention designed to injure his pros- 
pects in the election. 
AVide currency 


was given to the story, however, and 
the fact that several Democratic and 
many Republican journals demanded 
that it should be met and refuted 
changed his resolution since, and to- 
day his law partners are reported as 
having taken the necessary steps to 
vindicate his character by criminal pro- 
cess. 


It is claimed by friends oi tho Gov- 


ernor that the story, when thoroughly 
sifted, will be disposed of in a way that 
cannot reflect upon his reputation in 
any degree and that long before the 
active work of the campaign begins, 
the scandal will have been laid at rest 
and its author properly punished. The 
proprietors of the Telegraph preserve 
silence on tho subject to-night. 
They 


assert, however, that should the case 
be brought into court they will produce 
evidence to sustain the publication.

Adopted by the National Hepnbli* 
ean Convention at Chicago. 


The Republicans of the United States, 


in national convention assembled, re- 
mew their allegiance to the principles 
upon which they have triumphed in six 
successive Presidential elections and 
congratulate the American people on 
the attainment of so many results in 
legislation and administration, by which 
the Republican party has, after saving 
the Union, done so much to render its 
institutions just, equal and beneficent, 
the> safeguard of liberty and the em- 
bodiment of the best thought and high- 
eat purposes 
of our citizens. 
The 


Republican party has gained its strength 
by a quick and faithful response to the 
demands of the people for freedom and 
equality of all men for a united nation, 
assuring the rights of all citizens, for 
the elevation of labor, for an honest 
currency, for purity in legislation and 
for integrity and accountability in all 
the departments of the Government, 
and it accepts anew the duty of leading 
IB the work of progress and reform. 


We lament the death of President 


Qarfield, whose sound statesmanship, 
long conspicuous in Congress, gave 
promise of a strong and successful ad- 
ministration, a promise fully realized 
during the short period of bis office as 
President of the United States. His 
distinguished success in war and peace 
has endeared him to the hearts of the 
American people. In the administra- 
tion of President Arthur we recognize 
a 
wise, conservative and 
patriotic 


policy, under which the country has 
been blessed with remarkable prosper- 
ity. We believe his eminent services 
are entitled to and will receive the 
hearty approval of every citizen. 


It is the first duty of a good Govern 


ment to protect the rights and promote 
the interests of its own people. The 
largest diversity of industry is most 
productive of general prosperity and 
the comfort and independence of the 
people, the taxpayers, -without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. 


We recognize the importance of sheep 


husbandry in the United States, the 
"serious depression which it is now ex- 
periencing, and the danger threatening 
its future prosperity, and we therefore 
respect the demands of the representa- 
tives of this important agricultural in- 
terest for the readjustment of the duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that such 
industry shall have fall and adequate 
protection. We therefore demand that 
the imposition of duties on foreign im- 
ports shall be made not for levenue 
only, but that in raising the requisite 
revenue for the Government such du- 
ties shall be so levied as to afford secu- 
rity to OUT diversified industries and 
protection to the rights and wages o 
the laborer, to the end that active and 
intelligent labor, as well as capital, 
may have its just reward, and the labor- 
ing man his full share iu the national 
prosperity. 


Against the so-called economic system 


of the Democratic party, which would 
degrade our labor to the foreign stand- 
ard, we enter our earnest protest. The 
Democratic party has failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burden of 
unnecessary taxation by a wise reduc- 
tion of the surplus. The Republican 
party pledges itself to correct the irreg- 
ularities of the tariff and reduce the 
surplus, not by the vicious aud indis- 
criminate process of horizontal reduo> 
tion, but by such methods as will 
relieve the taxpayer without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. The Republicim 
party favors a policy which shill kttup 
us tram eutaugUug alliances with for- 
eign nations and which gives us the 
right to expect that foreign cations 
shall refrain from meddling in Ameri- 
can affairs. 
The policy which seeks 


peace can trade with all Powers, but es- 
pecially with those of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


We demand the restoration of our 


navy to its old-time strength and effi- 
ciency, that it may in any sea protect 
the rights of American citizens and the 
interests of American commerce, and 
we call upon Congress to remove the 
burdens under which American ship- 
ping has been depressed, so that it may 
again be true that we have a commerce. 


It is the duty of Congress to euact 


such laws as shall promptly and effect- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
within our Territories, and divorce the 
political from the ecclesiastical power 
of the so-called Mormon Church, and 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the civil authorities, if 
possible, and by the military, if need 
be. 


The people of the United States, iu 


their organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not a mere confederacy of 
States. The National Government is 
supreme within the sphere of its na- 
tional duty, but the States have reserved 
rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 


"We have always recommended the 


best money known to the civilized world, 
and we nrge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the oommeroia1 nations in 
the establishment o! an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 


The regulations of commerce with 


foreign nations and between the States 
is one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, and 
the Republican party distinctly an- 
nounces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 


The principle of the public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise and 
salutary one fur the protection of all 
classes of the people, and we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis-, 
crimination and excessive charges for 
transportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and the railways alike the 
fair and equal protection of the laws. 


_ We favor the establishment of a na- 
tional bureau of labor, the enforcement 
el the eight-hour law, and a wise and 
judicious system of general education 
by adequate appropriations from the 
national revenue where the same is 
seeded. 


We believe that everywhere the pro- 


tection accorded to citizens of American 
birth must be secured to citizens by 
Amtricaa adoption, and w» favor the 


settlement of national differences by 
international arbitration. 


The Republican party, having its 


birth in a hatred of slave labor and a 
desire that all men may be truly free 
and equal, is unalterably opposed to 
placing our workingmea in competition 
with any form of servile labor, whether 
at home or abroad. In this spirit we 
denounce the importation of contract 
labor, whether from Europe or Asia, as 
an offense against the spirit of American 
institutions, and we pledge ourselves to 
sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide 
such further legislation as. is necessary 
to carry out its purposes. 


The reform of the civil service aus- 


piciously begun under Republican ad- 
ministration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all grades 
of the service to which it is applicable. 
The spirit and purpose of the reform 
should be observed in all executive ap- 
pointments and all laws at variance 
with the object of existing reform legis- 
lation should be repealed, to the end 
that the dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of official pat- 
ronage may be wisely and effectively 
avoided. 


The public lands are a heritage of the 


people of the United States and should 
be reserved, as far as possible, for small 
holdings by actual settlers. We are op- 
posed to the acquisition of large tracts 
of these lands by corporations or indi- 
viduals, especially where such hold- 
ings lira in the hands of non-resident 
aliens, and we will endeavor to obtain 
such legislation as will tend to correct 
this evil. We demand of Congress the 
speedy forfeiture of all laud grants 
which have lapsed by reason of non- 
compliance with the acts of incorpora- 
tion, in all cases where there has been 
no attempt in good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 


The perpetuity of pur institutions 


rests upon the maintaining of a free 
ballot, honest count and correct returns, 
We denounce the fraud and violence 
practiced by the Democratic party iu 
the Southern States, by which the will 
of the voter is defeated, as dangerous to 
the preservation of our free institutions, 
and we solemnly arraign the Demo- 
cratic party as being the guilty recipient 
of the fruits of such fraud aud violence. 
We extend to the Republicans of the 
South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, and 
pledge to them our most earnest efforts 
to promote the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will secure to every citizen of 
whatever race and color the full and 
complete recognition, possession and 
exercise of his civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offices in the Territories should be 
made from bona fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territories wherein they 
are to serve. 


The grateful thanks of the American 


people are due to the Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
publican party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension for all who were dis- 
abled and for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The Re- 
publican party also pledges itself to the 
repeal of the limitation contained in the 
Arrears of Pensions Act of 1879, so that 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike and 
their pensions begin within the date of 
disability or discharge and not with the 
date of the application,
